Annual Parish Meeting, 26th April 1971 

Present at the mceting were: Mrs. Leakey, our County Councillor, Nr. Flint 
and Mr. Pugh of Chesterton &.D.C., and 39 residents of Bar Hill. 

Mr. Norton, the Chairman, announced that this was the last Parish Meeting he 
would chair, before continuing with a bricf resume of the matters covered in the 
monthly meetings: drainage, footpaths, lighting, eve. The bulk of the report 
concerned the state of progress of the Village Green; here Hr. Flint suggested that 
a meeting of the &.D.C., County Planners, Developer and Parish Council would be the 
most fruitful line of progress. 

The Treasurer's report showed few expenses and a balance of #21. Mr. Flint 
explained that the unspent balance of the half-penny rate levied on Bar Hill is held 
against future spending. 

Mrs. Leakey reported for the School Managers that there were 146 children at 
school, that there would be 6 full-time staff in September, and that temporary class- 
rooms would be provided as needed. 

Mr, Lakin, as a Governor of Swavesey Village College, reported on the 
improvement of the Careers advice service there, of the new Art building to be 
completed in 1972, that the Village College would become an 11-16 Comprehensive 
under the education reorganisation pian, and that subjects have been re-grouped into 
6 areas of study giving greater inter-subject collaboration. 

Mrs. Leakey, as County Councillor, reported on the changing pattern of 
education in the County and the reorganisation of the Social services. 

The report from the Residents Association, read by Mr. Norton, reviewed their 
social and official activities, the aid given to Village organisations, and their 
negotiations with the Developers over a children's playground and a better TV aerial. 

Mrs. Lakin retailed the long and sorry saga of the Playgroup's negotiations 
with the County Health Authority, the crux of the mutter being that no-one was 
prepared to tuke the responsibility of saying "No". The Mecting passed the following 
resolution: "This Parish Meeting records its regret that the useful werk of the 
Playgroup should have been curtailed by the lack of support of the County and Rural 
District Councils and urges the Council to re-examine its policy to Pre-school. 
Playgroups.!! - 

‘he Bar Hill Horticultural Club presented a resolution to the Meeting, "Lhat 
the Parish Council provide sufficient Allotment Gardens for the use of the Villagers." 
after some discussion as to how land could be obtained, the resolution was put to the 
Nfeeting and carried, 21 for and 4 against, on a show of hands. 

Frice raised the matter of rainwater puddles at the corner of Gladeside, 
and lr, Lancaster reported the lack of working street lights in the Gladeside-Robin 
Close area. 

Mr. Dale thanked all prescnt for attending, and a lengthy meeting ended at

Horticultural Society

liay Gardening Hints. hay is the month when our gardens really come to life again, 
and is one of the busiest months of the year. Sow the last of the annual flowers and 
seeds of perennials and biennials (e.g., wallflowers, Sweet Williams). all bedding 
plants can be planted this month, but leave tender varieties until the end of the mon 
Hanging baskets can be planted, too. In the vegetable garden press on with the 
sowing of lettuce, beetroot, radishes, carrots, etc. sweet Corn, marrows and runner 
beans can now be sown, but protect from lute frosts; plint out tomatoes at the end 

of the month. Lawns: cut regularly, regulating height with weather; continue feeding 
(combined fatiliser and weeckiller, if necessary); use lawn sand against moss and wee 
Weeds: use a hoe around annuals, Weedol around shrubs and trees, ane Weedex for paths 
Shrubs: plant arbutus, cytisus, clematis, fuchsia, hydrangeas; kerria, ribes, forsyth 
- cut off dead blooms, thin out, remove weak shoots. Bulbs: remove dead blooms; lift 
tulips and daffs, to give room; heel bulbs in, in an odd corner, don't cut off leaves 
but let them die naturally. Pests: look out for greenfly on roses. Increase wateri: 
of houseplants. (The editor regrets that lack of space has made pruning necessSury. )
